When pastures afte poor, freshly 
cut green crops such as corn, ‘alfalfa, 
sweet clover or oatS may be ‘used to 
provide the necessary supplementary 
feed, Care in changing from summer 
to, winter feeding conditions will pre- 
vent any serious drop in production 
of the herd at this time. 

Suitable roughages for dairy cows 
include alfalfa, sweet clover, ‘brome, 
prairie hay and oat hay or green 
feed, Alfalfa and clover hays are es- 
pecially valuable because of their 
extra high protein and mineral con- 
tent which makes them useful in bal- 
‘ancing Ordinary farm rations, Spoiled 
or mouldy feeds*should never be fed. 

Oats either coarsely ground or 
rolled, are the safest and most ‘com- 
monly fed grain for cows, Bran is 
palatable, bulky feed, laxative and 
cooling in effect, which contains 
more than ordinary amounts of pro- 
tein and certain minerals, In the ab- 
sence of legume hay, bran is com- 
monly combined with oats in am- 
ounts- up to one-third or one-half the 
total weight of coneentrate fed, Lin- 
seed oil meal which is pnusually high 
in protein, is also very useful in hal- 
ancing the dairy cow ration, when 
fed at the rate of up to one pound 
per cow per day, 

In feeding, a satisfactory rule is 
to allow two pounds of dry roughage 
per day for each hundred pounds live 
weight of the cow. Ensilage may be 


‘mally fel according to milk produc- 
tion, at the rate vf one pound of 
grain ‘per day for each three or four 
pounds ‘Of ‘milk produced daily. The 
daily ration is usually divided into 
two feeds, 

If cows have not constant access 
to water it is a. good practice to al- 
low all they will dri’ at least twice 
daily, When the trough is outdoors 
in winter it is advisable to remove 
the chill by means. of a tank heater. 

Common salt is a necessity and 
should be kept where the cows can 
help themselves, 

Rations commonly fed to dairy 
cows, particularly when legume ‘hay 
is*not included, are usually lacking 
in calcium and phosphorous, This de- 
ficiency can be overcome to a con-

FEED MORE WHEAT 


What will happen to the great 
wheat surplus on the American Con- 
tinent people are asking. A great} ” 
deal of it without any question will 
be fed to livestock, 

Surprisingly large amounts of live- 
stock products are now being ship- 
ped abroad from the United States |, 
and Canada, During the past eight- 
een months the United States alone 
has shipped abroad more than five 
billion pounds of foodstuffs. Calcul- 
ating twenty tons to the car this 
would mean a train of cars over a 
thousand miles ‘long. The United 
States shipped more pork last year 
to Russia than Canada shipped bac- 
on to Britain, and the demands ‘or 
livestock products next year will be 
even greater, All this additional live- 
stock must be fed, but land is limited 
and even now corn and other feeds 
are becoming scarce in the United 
States, so that the Government is 
energetically recommending farmers 
to feed wheat up to 50% of the an- 
imals ration,~ 

For ‘war’ purposes the United 
States and Canada are one. Canad- 
ian farmers also, therefore, I sug- 
gest, should begin to add more wheat 
than they have been doing to their 
Hvestock ration, Almost any _ live- 
stock, with the possible exception of 
sheep, does just as well on wheat as 
on any other feed Grind wheat 
coarse—not too fine—for the best 
results, ¢ ¢ 


Following factors have tended to 
decrease supply or increase demand: 
Russia’s grain requirements are ex- 
pected to reach large proportions 
this year—EXxcess fall moisture in 
Western Canada has bleached and
